by the Warren compositions, After the 
company had laid $1,000,000 worth of 
streets in which granite was the princi- 
pal ingredient of the wearing surface, it 
came to the conclusion that Iimestone 
would be a better material.

New Meningitis Cure Works 
Great Change in Balti- 
more Patient.

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 2-Serum 
taken from a horse infected with men- 
ingitis worked a remarkable change in 
the condition of Irving Hall, a patient 
at Johns Hopkins Hospital, who had 
been unconscious with the disease for 
a week. The physicians, who considered 
his case hopeless, now expect his recov- 
ery. 

The new meningitic cure was discov- 
ered by Dr. Simon Flexner, president of 
the Rockefeller Institute of New York. 
So far, it is said, the serum has cured 
60 cases, and is hailed with enthusiasm 
by the medical profession as the most 
remarkable discovery of the year. 

Bacteria Obtained. 

To obtain the serum, a quantity of 
fluid from the spinal canal of a menin- 
gitis patient is injected into a horse. As 
its body is larger and stronger than that 
of a human being, the animal is not 
seriously affected, but its system, in 
self-defense, rallies a great militia of 
gerin-destructive bacteria. These, taken 
from the horse, are injected into the 
human patient, and continue their bat- 
tle ngainst the disease in his system. 
The medica) authorities of Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital consented to try the new 
cure only as a last resort and tele- 
graphed to New York for the serum,

The Economy Light and Power Co, 
of Joliet, said to be a subsidiary con- 
cern of the Commonwealth-Edison Co. 
of Chicago, is behind the dam project. 
This company Claims title to the land 
on each side of the Desplaines River at 
Dresden Heights, and claims water 
ipower rights acquired from the Illinois 


and Michigan Canal Commission. 


The plan is for a dam 600 feet long, 
to furnish 200,000 horsepower.

When, to use a detestable phrase, you go out into the battle of life you will 
be confronted by an organizéd congpiracy which will try to make you believe 
that the world is governed by the idea of wealth for wealth’s sake, and that all 
means which lead to the acquisition of that wealth are, if not laudable, at 
least expedient. Now, I do not ask you not to be carried away by the first 
rush of the great game of life. That is expecting you to be more than human. 
But I do ask you, after the first heat of the game, that you araw breath and 
watch your fellows for a while. Sooner or later you will see some man to 
whom the idea of wealth as mere weajth does not appeal, whom the methods 
ef amassing that wealth do not interest, and who will not accept money if you 
offer it to him at a certain price. 

At first you will be inclined to laugh at this man, and to think that he is 
not smart in his.ideas.

You may meet that man on your farm, in your village, 
or in your Legislature. But be sure that, whenever or wherever you meet him, 
as soon as it comes to a direct issue between you, his little finger will he 
thicker than your loins. You will go in fear of him; he will not go in fear of 
you. You will do what he wants; he will not do what you want. You will find 
that you have no weapon in your arMory with which you can attack him; no 
argument with which you can appeal to him.

But I can tell you for your 
comfort that the chief cure for iteis to interest yourself, to lose yourself, in 
some issue not personal to yourself—in another man’s trouble or, preferably, 
another man’s joy. But if the dark hour does not vanish, as sometimes it 
doesn’t; if the black cloud will not lift, as sometimes it will not; let me tell 
you again for your comfort that there are many liars in the world, but there 
are no liars like our own sensations. The despair and the horror mean 
nothing, because there is for you nothing irremediable, nothing ineffaceable, 
nothing ‘irrecoverable in anything you may have said or thought or done. If 
for any reason you cannot believe or have not been taught to believe in the 
infinite mercy of Heaven, which has made us all, and will take care we do not 
go far astray, at least believe that you are not yet sufficiently important to 
be taken too seriously by the powers above us or beneath us. In other words, 
take anything and everything seriously except yourselves.

RUSSIAN. TRACKS 


Joe Richards Returns After Year of 
Riding in the Realms of 
the Czar. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—Joe Richards, 
the jockey who has ridden several years 
on the continent and was last season in 
Russia, arrived yesterday on the Fin- 
land to go to his .home in Detroit. He 
was one of the six American riders in 
the Czar’s realm and was employed by 
M. Malitch. 

The leading jockey in Russia for the 
season just closed is Jimmie Wingfield, 
the negro who has 100 wins to his credit 
out of 500 mounts. Richards comes sec- 
ond with seventy-four wins. He started 
400 times. 

The other Americans were Rigby, Wil- 
liam Gannon, John Hall and Joe Pickett. 
Richards says the present salaries for 
jockeys in Russia, not including bonuses, 
are $5 for a loser and $15 for a winner. 
Before the Russo-Japanese war prices 
ranged higher—$l12 for a losing mount 
and $25 for a winner. 

As fourteen races are sometimes run 
in the same day the jockeys are able to 
make good money. 

Richards said he had started in as 
many as eleven races a day, but seven 
was his average. In the high latitudes 
of the Russian tracks, daylight lasts 
longer, and the racing does not begin 
until 56 p. m., and the horses can be 
kept going until 9 o’clock.

Chickasaws Take Lead. 

It was such a source of reasoning as 
this that uas lea the Chickasaw In- 
@ians, within the past ten days, to de- 
Cide to attempt at least to defy OK- 
lahoma State Government. The last 
tribal legislature of the Chickasaws has. 
never been finally dissolved by act of 
their Governor, Douglas H. Jotngton, 
although the white population of the 
new State has considered that it was 
dissolved with statehood. Not so the 
Indian, who believes that he should 
bave Some say in the announcement 
of when his tribal gévernment closes, 

As a result the announcement go06s 
forth that the Chickasaw Legislature, 
at least three-fourths of it, will reas- 
semble as usual at their tribal capitol 
at Tishomingo and proceed to enact 
laws for their own government. This 
will be attemptei by them just as 
though the Chickasaws still constituted 
a distinct nation in themselves and the 
State of Oklahoma did not exist. This 
cecision was not reached until after 
much deliberation, and the condition 
that confronts them they recognize as 
serious, even to anticipating opposition 
from the new State government.

Sold A vain. 


Deadly weapons confiscated by tne 
State because it is a violation of law 
for one to have them in his possession 
were sold at auction by the Sheriff Sat- 
urday to a junk dealer, who in turn 
will sell them to” criminals, not know- 
ingly, but in the course of his business. 
The criminals will be arrested—that 1s, 
if the police are ‘‘on the job’—and the 
weapons again will be confiscated by 
the State and again sold at auction by 
the Sheriff. This will continue indefi- 
nitely, or at least until the weapons, 
from age, are no longer salable. 

Thus does the State, indirectly, and by 
virtue of the power vested in it by law, 
become a dealer in deadly weapons, the 
strongest ally of crime. Not only that, 
but the State is working an endless 
chain system by~selling and reseliing 
articles that it knows must in time re- 
turn to it. < 

Revolvers and “Knucks” Go. 


Three baskets of revolvers, two bas- 
kets of brass “‘knucks” and a basket of 
knives, all taken away from men who 
either were fined or sent to the Work- 
house during the year for carrying con- 
cealed weapons, were “‘knocked down” 
by Sheriff Nolte to the highest bidder. 
There were other things Mm the lot, too, 
such as jJead pipe, household goods, 
clothing, jewelry, copper wire, clocks, 
grips and pockethooKks. They constitut- 
ed stolen property taken from prisoners 
and unclaimed by the owners. All went 
to a junk dealer fog $92.
